DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a vehicle door handle 
having a frame secured to an outer panel of a vehicle door, a link rotatably mounted on the frame 
with a first engaging portion and two faced axle portions, and a grip-type outer handle mounted 
from outside the outer panel, all in combination as claimed. 

As to claim 15, the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a vehicle door handle 
having a frame secured to an outer panel of a vehicle door, a link rotatably mounted on the frame 
having first and second axle portions of different cross-sectional shapes, and an outer handle 
mounted from outside the outer panel, all in combination as claimed.
